Arc*  ubt  the  State  govern  men  ts  and  the 
national  government  tlie  result  and  conse¬ 
quence,  the  o/T.pring  «nd  product  of-  the 
town  development  (  IN’Iiut aright  minded 
parent  would  wish  his  child  t  *  be  he  in 
.  deavors  to  illustrate  in  bis  own  example 
and  commend  to  the  admiration  and  affee 
tion  ol  his  child  by  his  own  spirit  and  ap¬ 
proval.  So,  that  which  good  uud.  intel  i 
gent  citizens  ossire  the  S:ate  and  the^N.i-. 
tion  to  become,  they  sho  jld  seek  to  exem-

plily  in  their  ^own  and  excite  admiration 
for  by  exliiJL^iing  at  home  as  perfect  a 
model  as  possible.  Our  future  statesmen 
are  developed  and  trained  first  in  the  town 
ship.  The  elements  of  political  knowledge 
*  arc  to  be  taught  here.  And  the  very  first, 
the  underlying  principles  of  alf;  are  rever¬ 
ence  for  authority,  tub  win  ion  to  bite,  retpect 
for  the  opuibmt  and  right*  of  others.  Our 
youth  of  both  sex  s;  should  be  .faithfully 
disc  pliued  by  parents  and  teachers  ou 
these  great  and  fundamental  principles  of 
government.  Hut  even  this  is  not  enough; 
for  a  growing  indifference  at^d  m^tect  ol 
this  early  traiuing  lor  years  pVtgive  us 
now  an  adult  population  largely  selfish, 
danish  und  partisan-;  diiifiy  Intent  on 
«^guin,  testing  merit  not  by  mental  or  moraT 
worth  but  l»y  the  bonds  and  stocky  iq  S  ite, 
tlie  uuincQmbured  real  estate  on-  record, 
aui  the  Credit  baluuie  in  Biuk.  There¬ 
fore  not  only  should  w  ise  and  patriotic  in¬ 
struction  be  inculcated  in  our  youth  but 
it  is  requisite  that  we*3Vrs>clves  should  as¬ 
siduously  cherish  ami  zealoDsly  practice  the 
.sentiments  wc  desire  them  tq learn.  They 
will  never  know  to  respect/  authority  it 
parents  are  lax  in  requiring  it,  or  them- 
•.elves  reckless  in  *•  speaking  evil  of  digni¬ 
ties." 

We  throw  opt  these  hints  in  tins  place 
because,  if  we  expect  ever  to  4ee  our  nation 
and  our  State  treading  again  the  paths  of 
political  wisdom  and  virtue,  rcs&aintnjg 
vice,  punishing  crime,  shrinking  from  cor. 
luptiou,  ice  must  be  jin  ths  reform  in  our 
,'oicns.  Of  tlie  kind  and  character  of  men 
I  we  need  for  the  various  tow^  offices  it  will 
bo  necessary  for  u>  soon  to  inquire.  We 
shall  treat  ol  that  in  another  paper,  a 
week  or  Iwo  hence,  and  would  respectful¬ 
ly  invitee  communications  on  the  subject 
from  observing,  thoughtful,  interesteil^iti- 
zeus.  It  is  a  matter  ol  the  deepest  con¬ 
cern  to  our  towns,  lor  the  sake  of  their 
credit,  their  example,  and  their  interests.
